Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 22,25,27,51,52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non- statutory subject matter. As per the most recent interpretation of the Interim 
Guidelines regarding 35 U.S.C. 101, claims 22,25,27,51,52 are non-statutory because these 
claims are toward a computer program, and as claimed, does not define any structural and 
functional interrelationship between the computer program and other claimed elements of a 
computer which permit the computer program's functionality to be realized (Warmerdam, 33 
F.3d at 1361,31 USPQ2d at 1760; Lowry, 32 F.3d at 1583-84, 32 USPQ2d at 1035). Examiner 
recommends changing the preamble of claim 22 to read "A computer readable medium storing 
computer readable instructions that causes a computer to perform the steps of providing email 
notification to a plurality of subscriber comprising:" to overcome the 35 U.S.C. 101 rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1,2,5,7,8,12-15,17-22,25,27,28,30,33,34,36,38-40,42,43,45-58 are allowable over 
the prior art of record. 
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4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

As per the independent claims, the claim limitations pertaining to the subscriber setting 
the polling preferences of other related email accounts (of the subscriber) is not explicitly taught 
by the prior art of record.
